The disclosure of the messages 
came 24 hours after Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold laid 
before the Assembly a report 
of his special Congo representa- 
tive, Rajeshwar Dayal, blasting 
the army régime of Col. Joseph 
Mobutu, who is working with 
Kasavubu. 


In his report Dayal said the 
office of the chief of state, occu- 
pied by Kasavubu, was one of 
the Congo institutions which 
had remained unshaken in the 
turmoil which has gripped the 
country since it won its inde- 
pendence from Belgium last 
July. 

Lumumba Support. 


In one message, Kasavubu 
charged that two of The Congo’s 
African neighbors, Ghana and 
Guinea, are bringing anarchy to 
The Congo by supporting Lu- 
mumba. The two countries are 
among those backing the pro- 
posal to seat the Lumumba 
representatives in the U.N. 

“They are accessories to mur- 
ders and massacres of the civil 
population in The Congo fol- 
lowed by epidemics which are 
decimating it,” he said. 

Kasavubu was éspecially bit- 
ter at the U.N. command for 
preventing the arrest and prose- 
cution of Lumumba. He called 
the U.N. action interference in 
the internal affairs of his coun- 
try. aL eS, 
“By offering forcible opposi- 
tion,” hé said, ‘‘the United Na- 
tions is directly conniving at 
crimes under the ordinary law 
and is indirectly encouraging Lu- 
mumba’s few supporters to con- 
tinue acts of banditry and ter- 
rorism.” 

Kasavubu praised the Mobutu 
regime of young college techni- 
cians. They are “as competent 
as they are devoted to the pub- 
lic service.”

‘My conscience would not let 
me rest without making it clear 
to you that this is the choice 
you will be making next Tuesday

Puts Matter Up to Johnson. 


At Wichita Falls, Kennedy put 
the matter up to Johnson in 
these words: 


“I don’t want to be sitting in 
Massachusetts on Nov. 8 and 
have that phone ringing and say- 
ing, ‘We are doing fine,’ and 
Lyndon cal] me and say, ‘We 
just lost Texas.’ I want him to 
call me on the phone and say 
‘Texas is leading the nation in 
the Democratic camp.’ ”’ 

Kennedy thus asked Texas to 
get on the bandwagon, but he 
appeared to some to doubt that 
it would. At Wichita Falls and 
Amarillo, in the afternoon, he 
resumed his old, tense, machine- 
gun style of delivery. 

His voice grew. somewhat 
hoarse and he coughed once, al- 
though he put a good face on it 
by saying, “I am going to last 
about five more days, but that 
is time enough. I am going to 
keep going from now until Tues- 
day night, and we are. going to 
travel in the next four or five 
days in 13 states.” 

Soaks Hand in Water. 

Too much handshaking caused 
a new flareup of soreness in his 
scratched and bruised right hand. 
‘Flying between stops, he called 
'for a pan of hot water to soak 
it. 


By evening the hoarseness was 
gone, the sore hand forgotten, 
the easy sense of humor had 
returned, and Kennedy again had 
all the earmarks of feeling that 
he was a sure winner. 

At a shopping center outside 
of Oklahoma City, he urged 
Oklahomans to return to the 
Democratic party. The state 
supported President Truman in 
1948, but went Republican in 
both Eisenhower elections. 

“IT want all you Democrats 
who ever ‘thought of voting for 
Nixon to come up here and give 
| testimony and. say you didn’t 
| mean it,” he shouted. 

He hit full stride a few minutes 
later at a wildly enthusiastic 
| rally at the Oklahoma City Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, before an 
overflow crowd.

Meany Charges ‘Bad 


News’ on Joblessness 


Is Suppressed for Po- 
litical Purposes, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (UPI) 


| Unemployment figures for Oc- 
'tober—described ag gloomy by 


Administration critics — shaped 
up today as a new issue in the 
election campaign. 


AFL-CIO President George 
Meany accused the Administra- 
tion last night of suppressing 
for political purposes what he 
termed “bad news” about Octo- 
ber unemployment. He said job- 
lessness may have reached a 
serious danger point, 

Democratic National Chair- 
man Henry M. Jackson made 
a similar charge earlier. He 
said the Administration was go- 
ing to withhold the October un- 
employment figures until after 
Tuesday’s election. 


The Department of Labor con- 
firmed that it would not issue 
the October figures until after 
the Nov. 8 election. A spokes- 
man said this was the ‘normal 
course of operations.” The last 
three monthly job reports were 
issued on Oct. 10, Sept. 9 and 
Aug. 10. 

The unemployment figure is 
a key barometer of the national 
economy. Meany said he under- 
stood 6 per cent of the labor 
force was out of work in Octo- 
ber—the highest this year. 


The Administration describes 
joblessness as substantial in any 
area with a 6 per cent unem- 
playment rate and uses the 6 
per cent figure as a major yard- 
stick to decide whether the area 
falls in a depressed category. 

The last time the national un- 
employment rate hit. 6 per cent 
was in October 1959 when the 
steel strike was under way. 

The Washington Star quoted 
an ‘‘unofficial but expert source” 
yesterday as estimating that the 
unemployment rate rose to 6.1 
or 6.2 per cent in October from 
5.7 per cent in September. 

According to the Star's ac- 
count, this would mean that un- 
employment probably rose to 
about 3,500,000 last month from 
3,400,000 in September. The 
newspaper’s source said normal 
seasonal influences should have 
reduced unemployment to about 
3,200,000,

000 persons employed in Sep-

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FATAL SHOOTING | 


John William Stamps, 
mer convict, was charged in a 
Warran. yesterday with the 
murder of Lorinza Oliver, a 
Granite City steelworker. 

The warrant was issued by 
Justice of the Peace Sam Kis- 
mer on the complaint of Assist- 
‘ant Madison County State's At- 
torney John Gitchoff. Gitchoff 
said Stamps had admitted shoot- 
ing Oliver in the head, but had 
refused to give a reason. 

Oliver, who was 31 years old, 
was shot shortly after 4 a.m, 
yesterday as he sat in his auto- 
mobile at the intersection of 
Fourth street and Madison ave- 
nue in Madison. He got out of

middie of Madjson avenue, w here 
police found him a few minutes 
later. He died about 5:30 a.m 
at St. Elizabeth's Hospital in 
Granite City. 


Account of Events. 


Gitchoff, describing the events 
leading up to the shooting, said: 

Oliver and a woman entered 
a Madison tavern at 3:45 a.m. A 
few moments later, Stamps came 
in with two companions. 


When the tavern closed at 4 
a.m., the five left together. The 
woman walked north on Madison 
avenue to another tavern, where 
she called a cab. One man fol- 
lowed her, attempting to per- 
suade her to join the others. 

Oliver and Stamps got into the 
front seat of Oliver's car, and 
the other man entered the rear 
seat. Oliver drove out of a 
parking lot near the tavern to 
the intersection of Fourth and 
Madison. 

In a signed statement, 
said he drew a .32-caliber auto- 
matic pistol from his pocket 
and shot Oliver in the cheek 
at close range. Stamps and the 
other man got out of the car, 
ran. east on Fourth street to 
Washington avenue and north 
on Washington.

Texas is not where I go to 
church,” Kennedy said. ‘The 
issue is do you want a Republi- 
can to Jead this country for four 
more years—especially a Repub- 
Jican like Richard Milhous Nix- 
on.” 


To the laughter and applause 
of the audience, Kennedy went 
throsehh “all familiar lines about 
Nixon’s campaign in New York 
this week. 

“He gets Nelson and Cabot 
and calls on the President, and 
they all drive up Broadway to- 
gether,” Kennedy said. ‘The 
rescue squad is in full operation. 
They are taking him around the 
country, the four of them. I 
understand Alf Landon is joining 
them this week, and Dewey.

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PROTESTANTS. 
SEE RISK IN BAR 
ON CATROLICS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (UPI)—A 
group of prominent Protestant | 
clergymen warned today that if | 
anti-Catholic votes decided the | 
United States presidential elec- | 
tion the American way of life 
would be injured and Protes- 
tantism itself would suffer. | 

The clergymen issued a state- | 
ment saying that the ‘‘tradition- | 
al’ view of the Roman Catholic | 
Church toward church-state rela- 
tions should not be automatically | 
attributed to Senator John F. | 
Kennedy, the Democratic presi- | 
dential nominee and a Catholic. 

The statement was signed by 
11 clergymen whose names were 
enlisted by Dean John C. Ben- 
nett of Union Theological Semi- 
nary and the Rt. Rev. James A. | 
Pike, Protestant Episcopal bish- 
op of California. It was released 
last night. | 

The clergymen said they were 
pleased that Reformation Sun- | 
day on Oct. 30 failed to produce 
as much anti-Catholic preaching 
in Protestant pulpits as had been 
feared. 

“But we remain concerned,” | 
they said, ‘‘because there is a | 
widespread feeling that it would 
be dangerous to American insti- | 
tutions if any Roman Catholic | 
should be elected President. 

“We feel bound to warn 
against the grave irfjury to our | 
national life it becomes estab- 
lished that a member of the | 
Roman Catholic minority is auto- 
matically excluded from the 
presidency. As Protestants we 
fear that Protestantism will be 
narrowed and embittered in so 
far as it becomes identified with 
political anti-Catholicism,” the 
statement added. 

‘We hope that no citizen will 
cast his vote next Tuesday sole- 
ly because he is for or against 
@ particular church,” the clergy- 
men added.

TO AID IN DESIGN 
OF SPACEGRATT 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Nov. 4’ 
(UPI)—America’s new Explorer 
VIII earth satellite probably will 
operate for only a few months, | 
but human and mechanical space | 
travelers may reap the benefits | 
of its electronic genius for years 
to come. 

Information about small space 
particles gleaned by Explorer 
VIII will help scientists in de- 
signing spacecraft, said Morton 
J. Stroller, assistant director of 
space flight projects for the Na- 
tiona] Aeronautics and Space Ad- | 
ministration. 

Explorer VIII, the 90-pound | 
baby of a family of 12 United. 
States space satellites success- 
fully launched this year, was 
fired into a cigar-shaped orbit 
aboard a Juno II rocket from 
the Cape yesterday.

shot, were reported functioning 
perfectly as the artificial moon | 
sped through an orbit that) 
brought it to within 258 miles of 
earth at its closest approach

Explorer VIII was designed 


primarily to study the earth’s. 


ionosphere, layers of ionized 
patticles at high altitudes that 
control radio and television com- 
munications on earth. 
However, the satellite also 


was equipped with two experi- | 


ments to measure the size and 
velocities of space-borne dust 
particles known as micrometeo- 
rites. 

Most micrometeorites are too 
small to be seen by the naked 
eye. But at the speeds involved | 
in space travel, they assume the | 
aspects of a straw which can be | 
driven deep into an oak tree 
by a tornado. 

Scientists say special care will 
have to be taken to develop ma- 
terials that will protect the in- | 
terior of a spacecraft from 
erosion and penetration by | 
micrometeorites encoutered at | 
high speeds. This could mean 
life or death to a human space 
traveler.

Only a Decoration 


I was interested to read Harris 
Armstrong's article, ‘‘Architect to 
Artist.” Following as it did George 
McCue’s defense of recent abstract 
movements in painting, it seemed 
to augur a general airing of views 
on this subject. 

Mr. Armstrong very cogently 
points out the contradiction in 
terms for the architect between the 
public objectives of mural painting 
and the narrowly private aims of 
all non-representational forms, He 
indicates that a painting of the lat- 
ter sort, when incorporated into 
architecture, can at best provide 
a ‘“‘decorative accent,” but “cannot 
stir the same excitement as a paint- 
ing that has meaning at several dif- 
ferent levels.” 

Mr. McCue in his Oct. 9 article 
was responding to a_ challenge 
leveled against critics and museum 
directors for their espousal of non- 
objective forms of painting. I be- 
lieve that, as a group, architects 
have had very little to say on this 
issue. I indicated in a letter pub- 
lished in this column on Oct. 16 
that the artist is at present depend- 
ent for his professional existence 
upon the very narrow body of opin- 
ion represented by those groups 
whom Mr. McCue defends, In short, 
the painter in his development has 
been almost exclusively shaped and 
directed by those forces whose in- 
terest, economically speaking, is 
the easel painting market. 

I look forward with a great deal 
of interest to a further polemic on 
this subject in the Post-Dispatch.

‘It Can’t Be Done’ 


Secretary of the Treasury Anderson made 
an effective presentation of the Administra- 
tion’s economic philosophy in a national tele- 
cast Tuesday night. It was an undisguised 
political address which managed to imply, as 
President Eisenhower had done, that Senator 
Kennedy's election would mean inflation, an 
unsound economy, perhaps even a great vic- 
tory for Khrushchev. Despite this rather 
tendentious purpose, Secretary Anderson 
gave an able exposition of the “conventional 
wisdom” as embodied in conservative mone- 
tary and fiscal policy. 

The question he left unanswered, however, 
is whether, at a time of unprecedented chal- 
lenge to the nation from an alien social and 
economic system, the conventional wisdom 
of conservative finance is enough. 


Mr. Anderson's philosophy, and that of 
Vice President Nixon, is that there is only 
one sound way to run the Government's mone- 
tary and fiscal policies, and that is the way 
they have been run during the Eisenhower 
Administration. This means accepting peri- 
odic recessions as the price of avoiding infla- 
tion. It means accepting a certain degree of 
unemployment as normal if not desirable. 
It means being satisfied with the 2.5 to 3 per 
cent rate of economic growth attained over 
the past eight years. It means relying on a 
rigid monetary policy as the principal instru- 
ment of government intervention, and other- 
wise exerting as little government influence 
on the economy as possible. 

e . . 


If these were in truth the only ways of 
avoiding disastrous inflation and maintaining 
a vigorous, productive, private-enterprise 
economy, one would have to agree with Sec- 
retary Anderson and the Administration. But 
Senator Kennedy champions the view, which 
is held by reputable though not the most 
conservative economists, that there are other 
ways to attain those ends. 


Because it is desperately urgent that the 
United States improve its economic perform- 
ance, we think more confidence should be 
placed in a presidential candidate who offers 
to explore new ways of expanding our pro- 
ductiveness than in one who says it can’t be 
done except in ways that have proved inade- 
quate. Senator Kennedy places price stability 
high on his list of priorities, as do Mr. Nixon 
and the Administration. But he does not 
shrink from the boldness and enterprise re- 
quired to seek that goal by other means than 
periodic economic stagnation and unused pro- 
ductive capacity. 

Senator Kennedy stated his economic phi- 
losophy in a speech to the Associated Business 
Publications conference in New York, Oct. 12, 
and spelled it out further last Sunday in his 
Philadelphia statement pledging no devalua- 
tion of the dollar. Here is not at all the wild, 
inflationary, irresponsible outlook which Mr. 
Nixon and other Republicans attribute to him.

He would “use monetary policies more 
flexibly,” and in a way that would bear equal- 
ly on the whole economy instead of more 
heavily on some sectors. He would place 
greater reliance on fiscal policy—on tax poli- 
cy and the use of the budget as a positive 
instrument of stabilization. He would use 
the presidency’s power of leadership actively 
to influence wage and price policies in direc- 
tions that are “consistent with stability.” He 
would undertake tax revision, including ac- 
celerated depreciation, in order to stimulate 
modernization of our capital plant. He would 
spur social investment in education and train- 
ing of manpower. He would encourage re- 
search, and the public development of nat- 
ural resources too vast for private capital. 

It is quite true that these proposals need 
to be spelled out in more detail. But in our 
opinion they move in the right direction. They 
move in the direction of full use of the na- 
tion’s talents, plant and resources. If this 
can be attained, then we can attain not only 
a better society but a higher rate of economic 
growth. And out of a more rapidly growing 
economy can come the tax revenues to sup- 
port the Kennedy program—without inflation. 

Surely it is a defeatist approach to say, as 
Secretary Anderson says, “it can’t be done.” 
Great deeds can be done if the nation insists 
on doing them, and has leadership that be- 
lieves in them. 


For University Trustee 


We hope the people of Illinois will have the 
good judgment next Tuesday to elect Irving 
Dilliard, former editor of this editorial page, 
a trustee of the University of Illinois. We 
say this not to compliment a former colleague, 
but because Mr. Dilliard possesses unusual 
qualifications ‘which the state would be wise 
to take advantage of. An Illini alumnus, Mr. 
Dilliard did graduate work and held a Nieman 
Fellowship at Harvard, has lectured at many 
great universities, served as president of the 
Illinois Library Association and the Illinois 
State Historical Society, and for many years 
has studied the problems of higher education 
with close interest. He is a member of the 
Senate of Phi Beta Kappa. On his retire- 
ment last winter he served with distinction as 
a faculty member at the Salzburg Seminar 
for American Studies. Such a background 
would make Mr. Dilliard an ideal member of 
the governing board of one of the nation’s 
most important universities. 


No Biting in the Clinches 


The proposal of the Southern Pacific Co. to 
merge with the Western Pacific Railroad Co., 
which strongly objects, suggests that the rail 
merger movement is taking on an increasingly 
predatory tone. The trend seems likely to 
grow unless it is stopped by law. ‘Congress 
and the Interstate Commerce Commission 
ought to be moving toward the application of 
corrective measures. 

Specifically, both those bodies might be 
considering whether one railroad should not 
be forbidden to buy the stock of another unless 
the latter agrees. 

While Southern Pacific has applied to the 
commission for permission to acquire control 
of Western. Pacific, it has already bought in 
the open market nearly 10 per cent of the 
latter's stock. This kind of pressure produces 
unfortunate results. Without an atmosphere 
of amity and calm, fair negotiation becomes 
impossible. Instead, a tone of distrust and 
undue haste is established. 

There is little or no opportunity to discuss 
co-operation as an alternative to merger in 
effecting economies, as Western Pacific would 
prefer; yet co-operation should be the pre- 
ferred method wherever it would be reason- 
ably effective, since it would leave the rail- 
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roads free to compete in rates and services, 
to the advantage of shippers. 

Finally, it seems to us that open-market 
stock purchases narrow the authority of the 
ICC and go far toward foreclosing its authori- 
ty by presenting it with an accomplished fact 
or a fact well on the way toward accomplish- 
ment. It is not, for instance, always possible 
to foretell at what point the purchaser of 
stock will acquire functioning control. Many 
corporations are controlled by holdings quite 
short of 51 per cent. A railroad whose voice 
has been stilled in advance by creeping acqui- 
sition outside the ICC procedures is not going 
to be much help to the commission in ‘pre- 
senting the facts against merger. 

A few basic fundamentals of merger need 
to be stipulated, and one of them should pre- 
vent the makers of merger proposals from 
getting in by the back door while still politely 
applying for permission to enter by the front. 


Legislators From the County 


Two of St. Louis county’s three seats in the 
Missouri Senate and all nine of its House seats 
will be at stake next Tuesday. With one or 
two exceptions the incumbents are rather 
ordinary legislators, and the delegation has 
been somewhat less than effective in satisfy- 
ing the suburban area’s need for greater 
home rule. 

The outstanding candidate among those in 
contests for the House is F. Neil Aschemeyer, 
Democrat from the Fourth District (the Uni- 
versity City-Olivette-Overland area). He is a 
voung lawyer of independent mind, the first 
member of the Legislature in 20 years to 
Attempt to extend the Nonpartisan Court Plan 
to St. Louis county. He favors state income 
tax withholding and has worked for legisla- 
tion necessary to equalize educational oppor- 
tunities in the county and to make the 
County Police a more effective instrument. 
He has earned re-election. 

In the Seventh District (south county) we 
recommend Democrat John L. Rooney, a 
young attorney, as an acceptable alternative 
to Republican John P. Carson, a chiropractor 
who led the fight against public housing at 
Jefferson Barracks. Mr. Rooney as president 
of the Gravois Township Democratic Club and 
former head of the Young Democrats in St. 
Louis is an organization man who could be 
expected pretty much to follow party leader- 
ship, which is not necessarily a happy thought. 
But Mr. Carson's views on public housing and 
his conduct of the anti-housing campaign do 
not in our judgment commend him for eleva- 
tion to public office. 

In the Ninth District (Kirkwood and west 
county), we think that Republican Robert O. 
Snyder, a Republican attorney with a deep 
interest in aiding mentally handicapped chil- 
dren, is preferable to Richard T. Young, a 
student and brother of State Representative 
Robert A. Young, a north end township poli- 
tician. Mr. Snyder also favors co-operation 
between city and county legislators to tackle 
metropolitan problems, extension of the Non- 
partisan Court Plan to the county and a 
stepped-up program of industrial develop- 
ment. 


Another Point for Curtis 


Voters who have not made up their minds 
in the Congressional race between Republi- 
can Representative Curtis and Richard L. 
Carp, his Democratic challenger, might well 
consider one aspect of Mr. Curtis’s career 
which has not been stressed in the campaign 
but should be a decided asset. That is the 
reputation Mr. Curtis has for resisting pres- 
sure groups. This is frequently difficult to. 
do and in one case, at least, it has worked to 
Mr. Curtis’s disadvantage in his district. 


Mr. Curtis supported the Federal Aviation 
Agency administrator, E. L. Quesada, against 
the pressure of the organized airlines pilots. 
He supported the Landrum-Griffin bill against 
the pressure of the teamsters and other un- 
fons. He resisted exceedingly heavy pres- 
sure from the postal lobby and voted against 
a Federal pay rise which President Eisen- 
hower termed “indefensible;” only 40 Con- 
gressmen, mostly from “safe” districts, were 
able to hold fast against this pressure. 


Mr. Curtis has amply demonstrated that he 
cannot be pushed around by special-interest 
groups, as a result of which the Teamsters’ 
Jimmy Hoffa, for one, has marked him for 
defeat. That is another good reason for re- 
turning Mr. Curtis to Congress next Tuesday. 


Lon Hocker’s Fantasy 


Lon Hocker’s qualifications for the Senate 
are called into question by the careless and 
partisan charges he is making that St. Louis 
Democrats intend to steal the election from 
him. A St. Louis Election Board on which 
the dominant personality is a Republican 
newspaper executive recently produced a 


sloppy report charging widespread irregulari-. 


ties in last August’s primary. This is the 
evidence on which Mr. Hocker hangs his case. 


But on careful inquiry by a Circuit Court 
grand jury working with the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s staff of investigators, the Election 
Board’s charges largely evaporated. In effect 
the jury found that the Board’s accusations 
far overreached the facts. The primary was 
“clean” with but few exceptions, and in those 
cases the jury returned indictments. 


Mr. Hocker dismisses the jury’s report as a 
“whitewash.” On the contrary it was a judi- 
cious, careful, reasoned report which, in the 
spirit of respect for civil liberties which Mr. 
Hocker talks about so much, undertook to dis- 
tinguish between substantiated and unsub- 
stantiated charges. Mr. Hocker’s resort to 
gross partisanship in the closing days of the 
campaign is disappointing. 


Cause for Congratulation? 


St. Louis had the lowest traffic death rate 
of any city of its size in the first nine months 
of this year, according to the National Safety 
Council. It is not the first time that the city 
has gained this distinction by a decimal point 
or two. 

St. Louisans who were not mowed down by 
automobiles naturally are grateful. But is 
there much cause for congratulation? For 
each 10,000 registered fhotor vehicles in the 
city, 2.4 persons were killed in these nine 
months—or some 65 persons. That means 


about seven fatalities a month, or almost two 


a week. 

These figures hardly allow us to boast of 
safe city streets. But they do show that a 
little more prudence and caution on the part 
of a few more drivers could greatly reduce 
the loss of life and the anguish and trouble 
of those involved in its cause.

hower’s leadership brought to a close 
the Korean war in 1953. 

Against that established position 
must be weighed Senator Kennedy’s 
campaign suggestion that this nation 
should’ be intervening in the internal 
affairs of Cuba—a course that could 
hardly be described as enhancing the 
chances of keeping the United States 
out of a shooting war. 

3. The sound fiscal policy and em- 
phasis on private enterprise which Mr. 
Nixon advocates are what the economy 
of this country needs. Under these con- 
cepts the nation has enjoyed prosperity 
for eight years. They offer the best 
hope for continuing sound growth in 
the traditional American pattern. 

Senator Kennedy has tended to give 
the impression that the nation faces 
an economic crisis like that of the 
early 1930s, and that he would seek 
to rush into big-government, big-spend- 
ing programs of the New Deal type 
soon after taking office. The hazards 
of inflation are inherent in his philoso- 
phy of government. 


4. Of particular significance to Louis. 
fana is Mr. Nixon’s attitude toward the 
oil and’ gas industry, which in this 
state employs 80,000 persons and puts 
forth 25 per cent of our industrial 
payroll, He recognizes that the pres- 
ent oil depletion allowance is necessary 
to provide the incentive for exploration 
and development.

Broker Asks 
For National 


License 


A leading New York City real 
estate broker has called for a 
national real estate brokerage 
license for “the protection of 
real estate brokers in every one 
of the states.” 

The broker, Danie] A. Brener 
of Brener & Lewis, Inc., said 
that under present regulations a 
realty broker who completes a 
transaction in a state in which 
he is not licensed has absolutely 
no protection under the law 
guaranteeing the payment of his 
commission. 

“There are some reciprocal li- 
censing agreements between a 
few states—such as New York 
and New Jersey—but there are 
not enough such agreements to 
a: ford protection,” he said. 

Brener noted that the lack of 
a national brokerage license af- 
fects most strongly brokers in 
the large cities such as New 
York, Chicago, Cleveland, Phila- 
delphia, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. “The major real 
estate investors are in these cit- 
ies and the realty broker who 
serves the big-league investors 
must search for top income- 
producing properties throughout 
the United States. The Brener 
& Lewis firm, for example, has 
acted as broker in the sale of 
property in every state, includ- 
ing Alaska, during the last 15 
years.” 

Brener said that real estate 
brokers often will spend a full 


, year working on a large real 
| estate transaction. If the prop- 


erty is located in a state in 
which the broker has no license 
he has no guarantee he will re- 
ceive his commission, the bro- 
ker added. 

“Often a broker has wasted a 
full year’s work without compen- 
sation because of this archaic 
procedure,” 

The real estate man said that 
realty investing is no longer 
strictly a local matter. Because 
of the improvement of air travel 
facilities no property is more 
than a few hours away from the 
investor, Brener stated. 

Brener called for co-operation 
among all real estate boards in 
demanding a review of the pres- 
ent brokerage licensing laws. 


Two Rooms Each 


Person Average 
In ‘60 Homes 


American homes will provide 
two rooms a person before the 
end of the 1960’s, whereas it took 
half a century for the average 
U. S. household to grow from 
one to one-and-a-half rooms a 
person. 

This prediction by housing ex- 
perts of the Gas Appliance Man- 
ufacturers Association was made 
following a study of househeating 
and air conditioning require- 
ments of average homes of the 
future. 

‘Applied to all of the nation’s 
housing,”” says Harold Massey, 
managing director of the asso- 
ciation, “this two-room s-per- 
person formula will call upon 
heating and cooling equipment to 
comfortize 33 per cent more 
space in the average home of 
1969 than is now the case.” 

Gas heating engineers, Massey 
said, are preparing to meet this 
requirement without increasing 
the size of furnaces or boilers or 
their cost to the consumer. In 
fact, he said, the industry al- 
ready has proved to construction 
people and individual home build- 
ers that ‘‘today’s compact gas 
equipment can heat more space 
than the much bulkier central 
heating equipment produced even 
five years ago.” 

The present-day gas furnace or 
boiler, capable of heating an 
eight or nine room house, is no 
bigger than a two or three 
drawer filing cabinet, he ex- 
plained, and requires only about 
two-and-a-quarter square feet of 
floor space. These dimensions, 
Massey said, make it possible to 


- jnstall the ‘‘business end’’ of a 


gas central heating system in an 
upstairs location, under a stair- 
way, in a utility room, laun- 
dry or kitchen. This enables 
a home planner to convert the 
entire basement into living, 
work and recreation area. 
When the average family of 
four begins occupying its future 
eight room home, instead of the 
six rooms it now fills, there will 
not only be a need for more 
heating and air conditioning ca- 
pacity but also a greater demand 
for water heating, laundering and 
cooking equipment, Massey says.

ties,” Dr. Klemme states. 


The “ballyhoo” campaigns 
that labeled virtually every lo- 
cality in the country as ‘‘a love- 
ly place in which to live,”’ or 
“the gateway to,”’ or “in the 
heart of” are being abandoned 
as site-seeking industries demon- 
strate their interest in some- 
thing more than promotional 
lingo, the article points out. 

At the same time communi- 
ties are backing away from 
“gimmicks” such as bonds to

Maintenance 
Aids Rate 


Better Loan 


By EDWARD COWAN 


WASHINGTON, D.C, (UPI)— 
Federal Housing Administration 
has told its field offices to ap- 
prove bigger mortgages for 
home buyers when special ma- 
terials in a house are likely to 
lower maintenance costs. 

Deputy FHA Commissioner C. 
B. Sweet told field directors 
their staffs tend to estimate 
monthly home maintenance and 
running costs “without proper 
regard to differences in mainte- 
nance and operating expense 
caused by use of alternative 
materials and equipment.” 


Smaller monthly bills for re- 
pairs and maintenance mean the 
home owner has extra dollars 
to apply to mortgage payments. 
For example, FHA officials said, 
a 1000 square-foot home with a 
frame exterior wall and side- 
insulation might reduce 


That amounts to $2.50 a month 


’ extra which could be shifted 


from the maintenance part of a 
housing budget to the mortgage 
payment part. The total allowed 
for housing is pnchanged. The 
$2.50 could, of course, be spent 
on a non-housing item. 
Assuming a $12,000, 20-year 
mortgage, the extra $2.50 a 
month means, according to FHA 
credit standards, the home buy- 
er is eligible for an additional 


| $350 of home loan. Even allow- 


ing as much as $100 for the cost 
of insulation, the home buyer 
has an extra $250 to put into the 
house for fancier landscaping or 
an extra appliance. 


Sweet’s letter to FHA field di- 
rectors cited bake enamel fin- 
ishes as a cost-cutting material. 
They have ‘‘withstood exposure 
to the weather over a period of 
10 years in such manner 4s to in- 
dicate the probability that re- 
painting may not be necessary 
for periods of 15 years or long- 
er,”’ he said. 

Baked enamel finishes can be 
applied only to metal, not wood. 
Aluminum {fs the only metal 
used widely for exterior siding 
and industry officials are 
pleased with the FHA findings, 
although Sweet's letter did not 
explicitly mention aluminum. 
Meanwhile, paint industry 
sources say the industry is de- 
veloping paints of longer dura- 
bility. 

Sweet also listed as mainte- 
nance saving items:

Double-glazed windows. These 
are window panes made of two 
sheets of glass separated by a 
thin air space and hermetically 
sealed. The air space is a kind 
of insulation, which would lower 
heating costs in winter, air con- 
ditioning costs in summer.

Contract Bridge

1. One club. This is in line 
with the general theory that it 
is better to open with a club 
when you have two biddable 
four-card suits in spades ‘and 
clubs. 

By starting with a club, it be- 
comes. possible to rebid a spade 
over either a diamond or heart 
response and thus keep the bid- 
ding at a low level. At the same 
time, the four-card spade length 
becomes identified. These ad- 
vantages would not be obtained 
with an opening bid of one 
spade. 


2. One spade. Although, from 
the standpoint of high cards, the 
hearts are much better, the 
proper bid is one spade. 


In attempting to reach a suit 
contract, the goal of the part- 
nership is to find their longest 
trump suit. The quantity of 
trumps held by the combined 
hands is more important than 
their quality. Thus, if partner 
has three spades and three 
hearts, even though they are all 
low cards, spades are preferable 
to hearts as trumps. 


3. One heart. The plan Is to 
jump to two notrump over part- 


ner’s @xpected spade response. 
If the opening bid were one 
club and partner responded with 
a spade, a jump to two notrump 
would result in suppressing the 
biddable heart suit while a re- 
bid of two hearts might cause 
partner to think the clubs were 
greater in length than the 
hearts. Although it is true that 
opening. with one heart can ré- 
sult in leaving the clubs forever 
unmentioned, this is not much 
of a loss because minor suit 
game contracts are compara- 
tively rare. 


4. Two notrump. This bid . 
shows 22 to 24 points, balanced 


distribution and strength in all 
suits. Being so highly descrip 
tive, the two-notrump bid is pre- 
ferred to an opening suit bid, 
which is ambiguous and subject 
to a wide range in both high 
cards and distribution. It is good 
practice to select a bid which 
has an exact meaning rather 
than one that can mean almost 
anything. 


5. Two spades. Seldom is a 
forcing two-bid made with a 
four-card suit, but this is the 
exceptional hand on which it 
can be done. The only other bid 
to consider is three . notrump, 
but this would violate the prin- 
ciple that an opening three-no- 
trump bid should contain 25 to 
27 high-card points. 

This hand has 28 points, and 
a three-notrump opening might 
result in losing a slam when- 
ever partner had five points.

AS IT WAS ON THE STAGE, Dore Schary’s “SUNRISE 
AT CAMPOBELLO” is an immensely moving film. Produced 
and adapted by Schary himself to the larger scope of the 
écreen, the picture, at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, is the 

Ws story of the private ordeal of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt with crippling « infantile 
paralysis. It ranges from the time he was 
stricken at his summer home in 1921 until 
he gamely dragged “himself on crutches to 
the speaker's dais at the 1924 Democratic 
convention in Madison Square Garden to 
make the famous “happy warrior” speech 
placing Al Smith in nomination as presidential candidate. 

But, once you note and appreciate the strong resemblance 
Ralph Bellamy has constructed to F.D.R., the jaunty man- 
nerisms, the speech, the radiance and personal magnetism, 
and note that Greer Garson, with capped teeth, has a fainter 
facia] resemblance to Eleanor Roosevelt, but has reproduced 
her painfully precise enunciation exactly, you forget these are 
historical characters. They become intensely human. A 
strong, healthy, wealthy, gay, family-loving man hit by sud- 
den tragedy, calling on all the resources of an unconquerable 
spirit to overcome his affliction, his wile hiding her mute 
agony to help him with cheerfulness and understanding. Al- 
though very poignant, it is not a sob story. Rather, it is a 
glowing study of courage and gallantry. 


Although Mr. Schary has not written trenchant or literary 
dialogue, he has constructed some fine and memorable scenes. 
Mr. Bellamy brings them to life in a tremendous perform- 
ance that, while capturing F.D.R., does not caricature him 
even under the close scrutiny of the camera. If his Roosevelt 
seems somewhat larger than life, so did F.D.R. himself. 


There are heart-wrenching moments when F.D.R., joking 
gaily and his cigarette holder at a cocky angle, is carried from 
his summer home on a stretcher; when he drags himself up 
a stairs on his elbows, reciting doggerel about ‘‘the Roose- 
velt crawl,” while his wife and his best friend, Louis Howe, 
look on in anguish; when, trying to rise from a chair to 
crutches, he falls flat on his face, then painfully crawls back 
to the chair and tries again. But he is still kept human, some- 
times privately showing despair, sometimes giving way to irri- 
tability, being quite pleased with himself qver his skill at 
political fencing with Al Smith. 


Miss Garson gives a finely drawn performance as the 
shy, patient and brave Eleanor Roosevelt. Hume Cronyn 
gives a knowing portrait of a sardonic, dryly shrewd Louis 
Howe.

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Missile Genius 


“l AIM AT THE STARS” at the ST. LOUIS is the story 
of Wernher von Braun, the German rocket genius, from the 
time he developed the V-2 with which Hitler bombarded Lon- 
don to his launching of the United States’s first satellite. 

As such, it is fairly absorbing, and there 
are a lot of highly interesting shots of-rock- 
et launchings, but the screenplay by Jay 
Dratler seems a bit contrived in many in- 
Stances to try to whip up some dramatic 
force. Curt Jurgens, who looks more the 
physical action type than. the keen intel- 
lectual anyway, seems too stolid, even 
phlegmatic at times, as Von Braun. 

There is a romance between a dedicated Nazi rocket sci- 
entist (Herbert Lom) and his secretary (Gia Scala) who turns 
out to be an American spy, which one suspects was manufac- 
tured for melodrama. The opposition to Von Braun being put 
to work for the United States after his surrender is epitomized 
- in what seems to be another fictional creation, a bitter 
major, played by James Daly, who has lost his wife and 
child in the London blitz and wants Von Braun hanged 
@s a war criminal, then later dogs him with persecution as a 
_ Hewspaper man. The writing of this seems overdrawn. 


Although it discusses quite frankly ‘von Braun’s moral re- 
sponsibility in perfecting the V-2, the conclusions are too glib 
for searching drama. Von Braun is shown as disdainful of 
the Nazis, joining the party only because he had to, and once 
being arrested and ticketed for execution by the S.S. 


Racketeer in Exile 


ANY RESEMBLANCE between Art Buchwald’s novel, 
“Something for the Boys,” and “SURPRISE PACKAGE,” the 
movie which is supposed to be ‘‘based’’ on it, is purely coinci- 
dental; matter of fact, it is virtually non-existent, as Buch- 

wald wryly complained in a column in the 
Post-Dispatch. Not only have they given it 
a new title, Harry Kurnitz has invented a 
new plot and new dialogue. The result, 
showing at the FOX, is a frivolous, thin 
comedy that has some occasional amusing 
lines, but is never very real. 
There is a racketeer exiled from the 
United States, but he is sent to a Gréek island (instead of 
Sicily) and tries to steal an immensely valuable jéweled crown 
from an exiled king. Yul Brynner seems miscast as a comic 
rough racketeer. Mitzi Gaynor is artificial as his dumb strip- 
per girl friend. The dialogue between them is somewhat remi- 
niscent of ‘‘Born Yesterday,’ but doesn’t come off as well. 
Noel Coward plays the blase ex-king with his usual suavity, 
and, as you might expect, gets the cleverest lines. 


The Meaning of Life 


There is undoubtedly philosophical wisdom in “IKIRU” 
(‘To Live’), a 1952 work of Japanese director-writer Akira 
Korosawa (‘‘Rashomon’’). There are some weird kaleido- 
scopic shots of drunken binge through Tokyo’s night spots. 
And there'is a profound study of a common man’s introspec- 
tion as to the value of his life when he finds himself facing 
death from cancer. But the film, showing at the APOLLO 
ART is so lugubrious it is hard to take. 


A petty municipal bureaucrat, in middle-age, learns he 
has cancer and examines his narrow life for some meaning. 
It has lost it. His wife has died, his son has grown away 
from him, He desperately tries to give his life some signifi- 
cance. ,A drunken orgy leaves him vomiting and disgusted. 
An attempt to find love with, and absorb the happiness of a 
refreshing young girl is a failure. His abject dolefulness final- 
ly repels her. In the final five months of his life he finds the 
answer—service to others. 


This character, played by an exeellent actor, Takashi 
Shimura, (the woodcutter of “‘Rashomon”) is, unfortunately, 
so sorry for himself he draws little pity from the spectator 
The satire on bureaucracy is heavy handed. Having reached 
his conclusion, Korosawa takes an uncomfortably long time 
éxpounding it; the last 20 minutes frankly, are tedious. 


Studs to the Screen 

“STUDS LONIGAN,” showing at five neighborhood the- 
aters, is an interesting, partly praiseworthy compression of 
the trilogy of novels by James T. Farrell about the efforts of 
a feckless Chicago youth to find himself. But it falls short. 


Producer-writer Philip Yordan’s script is taut, with strong 
dialogue. Irving Lerner’s direction is arresting. There is 
some imaginative composition, including an effective use of 
angle-zhots, and excellent. photography. The atmosphere of 
an Irish neighborhood of the time is ‘captured, and the types 
—from poolhall bums to hard-working, devout parents, tremu- 
lous girls and a repressed woman school teacher who is Studs’s 
first love—are portrayed with keen accuracy. 

But Lerner at times seems to be more concerned with 
being arty than with human values.

“IN ANY STORY of citizen 
action for better schools, she is 
the ‘hub’ around which the rest 
of us have been the ‘spokes.’ If 
we could multiply her by 100 
and put Jerry Fischers in scat- 
tered communities across the 
country, the resulting improve- 
ments in education would be 
astounding.” 

The speaker was introducing 
Mrs. Aaron Fischer — Teresa 
Mayer “Terry” ‘Fischer, St. 
Louis county housewife whose 
gentle manner and quiet voice 
have had a strong influence on 
citizen participation in education 
here. 

It is a movement which has 
grown up largely in the last 
five years. Until 1955 there was 
a lot of talk but little action 
about the needs for education. 
Then a White House Conference 
on Education provided the spark. 
Many delegates, among them 
Terry Fischer, returned to their 
home states to help set up re- 
gional conferences. The St. 
Louis - St. Louis County White 
House Conference group became 
a permanent organization with 
Mrs. Fischer as its first chair- 
man. 

On Nov. 16, the third St. Louis- 
St. Louis County White House 
Conference on Education will 
meet at Hotel Sheraton-Jeffer- 
son to discuss “Education Be- 
yond the High School.”” Much of 
the discussion will be based on 
the report of the Committee on 
Higher Educational Needs of 
Metropolitan St. Louis, headed 
by Mrs. Fischer. 


This is the first time the con- 
ference has gone into the needs 
of higher education and indica- 
tions are that these needs may 
rise sharply. The number of col- 
lege age people is expected to 
double between 1958 and 1973 
but so great has been the in- 
crease in the percentage of 
those applying for college en- 
trance that the number of col- 
lege students is expected to 
triple. 


St. Louis is unusual insofar 
as we have a dearth of public 
higher educational facilities,’’ 
Mrs. Fischer points out. “We 
have Harris Teachers College 
and in the same building, Harris 
Junior College, which do a good 
job but with a plant that is 
much too small and far from 
adequate. The new school at 
Normandy is an interim pro- 
gram and the University of Mis- 
souri has said that if it’s con- 
tinued it will have to be as a 
local or an area college. 


“We hope to recommend that 
permissive legislation be obtained 
for the creation of a college dis- 
trict to include St. Louis and 
St. Louis county and possibly 
eventually adjoining counties. It 
would set up a two-year college 
program to be financed three 
ways—through state aid, local 
aid (or taxes) and tuition. 

‘We also recommend that the 
program offered include both 
academic and technical educa- 
tion and’ that possibly O'Fallon 
Technical High School be used 
in the beginning for post-high 
school technical programs.

Bad Smell

“THERE IS another aspect of 
the Pacific which for reasons I 
do not understand is almost 
never remarked,” writes Eugene 
Burdick in a marvelous article 
on the South Pacific in Holiday 
magazine. ‘That is the smell of 
the Pacific. In America we have 
deodorized our culture and our 
land. Fertilizers are non-organic 
and hence farm lands odorless; 
factories such as breweries and 
bakeries which used to give out 
great redolence now have their 
smells snatched up by blowers 
and either absorbed chemically 
or shot high into the sky, And so 
it goes with almost every smell 
in America. It is tamped down, 
obliterated, extinguished.” 

I like smells. Preferably good 

smells but even_a bad smell, I 
think, is better than no smell. 
After all the sense of smell 4s 
one of the five senses.and why, 
oh, why, did we ever decide sim- 
ply to do without it? The villain, 
I strongly syspect, is Milton 
Feasley, who warned that even 
out best friend wouldn’t tell us 
and advised us to use Listerine. 
It was given further impetus by 
the monster who invented B.O. 
for Lifebuoy. What is the mat- 
ter with body odors? 
‘“In the Pacific... things 
smell,’’ writes Burdick. ‘‘Some of 
the smells are fundamental, vast, 
seductive, and exciting. Others 
are shocking and almost beyond 
the capacity to endure, though 
one does endure them and fi- 
nally even ignores them.” 


Smells, like music, have that 
achingly familiar power to 


evoke the past; a good strong 
whiff can stab you to the heart 
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should be a careful job of abil- 
ity grading—the state of Cali- 
formia has a good system—so 
that standards are not dragged 
down.” 


Part of Terry Fischer's own 
education was obtained in Cali- 
forniamat U.C.L.A., where she 
obtained her degree after Ble- 
wett Junior High, Soldan High 
and Washington University. 

But she thinks her earliest in- 
terest in education came about 
in Europe where she attended a 
summer school for. foreigners in 
Berlin, a fall session in Munich 
and another summer session in 
Paris. 

“IT didn’t learn much academ- 
ically—despite all the praise 
given European schools,” she 
says, “but I learned a great 
many other things. And my in- 
terest in democracy was aroused 
when I saw the effects of in- 
flation on Germany and the 
events leading to the second 
World War.” 

A depression-era college grad- 
uate, she worked as a nurse-sec- 
retary in a doctor's office be- 
fore and after her marriage and 
studied law for a year. She be- 
came interested in education 
again when she served on edu- 
cation committees for the League 
of Women Voters. She was St. 
Louis president of the League 
and state president. The Fisch- 
ers’ son, Peter, attended John 
Burroughs School and she was 
on the board there. 

In 1950 a Missouri Lay Cit- 
izens’ Commmitte was appointed 
to study the needs of the public 
schools throughout the state and 
Mrs. Fischer was a member. 
Their report, ‘Better Public 
Schools for Missouri's Children’”’ 
was tie beginning of Missouri's

School Foundation Program. 

After its adoption in 1957, 
School Foundation Program 
financed in full but its new 
mula passed in 1959 has not 
been financed and Mrs. Fischer 
views the appropriation of money 
for its needs as vital. 
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“Missouri never seems to 
catch up,”’ she said. “‘Oug abil- 
ity to pay is considerably 
above the national average. 
We're sixteenth in national in- 
come yet thirty-second in 
teachers’ salaries. Even if the 
Foundation program is fi- 
nanced fully it won’t bring us 
up to the national average. 


‘‘We'’re way down in per capi- 
ta tax collection; there are only 
three states below us. The qual- 
ity of education has a lot to do 
with whether people are at- 
tracted to a state and if people 
are not attracted, income and 
ability to pay go down so its 
a viciwus circle.’’ 

In 1955 when the White House 
Conference on “Education was 
called, Mrs. Fischer was one 
of.

Tuberculosis Skin Test 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
WHAT about the tuberculosis tests given in the schools? 
Do they tell if a child has the germ or not? H.M.L. 


Dear Doctor: 

WHAT is the difference between active and inactive tuber- 
culosis? They say inactive tuberculosis isn’t catching. Does 
it still go all through the lungs like active tuberculosis? 

MRS. M.S. 


I THINK WE CAN STRAIGHTEN OUT these questions 
easily enough. Start with this fundamental idea: Many of us, 
indeed, most or all of us, come in contact with the tuber- 
culgsis germ, on the street or in school or somewhere. 

Unlike smallpox and some other highly contagious dis- 
eases, tuberculosis is not likely to develop swiftly after a sin- 
gle exposure. Repeated exposures may build up enough total 
effect until an exposure finally develops the disease itself~ 
a case of the germ that broke the camel’s back, if you like. 

Very modest exposure is sufficient to cause a skin test to 
show that the body has been “‘sensitized’’ to the germ, that 
there has been contact with the germ. 


If this sensitivity does not show up in the skin 
test, then there is no need to go further, If, as is 
more common in children than in adults, the indi- 
vidual never has encountered the germ in the small 
amount necessary to cause a reaction, you can be 
sure that there is no present danger of tuberculosis. 


If the skin test is positive, however, and this is the case 
with she majority of adults, some further inquiry is needed. 
Fever, cough, fatigue and night sweats are among the symp- 
toms which may or may not mean. tuberculosis. 

The surer test is a chest X-ray, which will detect even 
early tuberculosis. The skin test is a screening test to show 
if there has been contact with the germ; it takes the X-ray to 
know whether the disease is attacking the lung tissues. 

Now as to the “‘active’’ and “‘inactive’’ cases: We do not 
like to say that a case of tuberculosis is ‘‘cured.’’ For one 
thing, there is bound to be at least a bit of scarring, and we 
can’t undo that. 


We may stop the spread of the disease, halt any 
further damage from it, and stop the multiplication of 
germs, This we call an “arrested” case. The patient’s 
sputum, in this “inactive” phase, no longer sprays 
tuberculosis germs as he breathes, coughs or sneezes. 
So he is no longer a peril to those around him. 

But at the same time, it is possible that some of 
the germs may be lying more or less dormant, per- 
haps sealed off by scar tissue, in the lung. This 
means that there actually are some germs present, 
but they are not doing any further damage. 


The germs are there, but they aren’t active. They aren’t 
destroying tissue, and aren’t escaping into the air for others 
to pick up. No, the “inactive’’ tuberculosis doesn’t ‘‘spread 
through. the lungs,’”’ nor is it catching. “But we do like to 
make periodic examination of former patients just to be sure 
that the inactive tuberculosis isn’t becoming active again, and 
hence again dangerous to the patient and his friends. 


NOTE TO MRS. L.M.: While I have expressed myself in 
opposition to any needless use or X-ray fluoroscopes, you 
needn’t worry about them for reasonable health examinations.
